PRESIDENT: All right. There 1s a motion to bracket it
untll tomorrow. Record your vote. All right. Clear the
Board. Now, record your vote on the motion of Senator
Goodrich to hold this over until tomorrow. Have you voted?
Record.

CLERK: 17 ayes, 17 nays.
PRESIDENT: Motion fails. Senator Dworak or Senator Goodrich.

SENATOR GOODRICH: Does the Clerk have some motions on that
bil1?

PRESIDENT: I didn't understand you, Senator.

SENATOR GDODRICH: Does the Clerk have some motions hanging on
that bi111?

CLERK: I have a series of motions on the bill...
SENATOR GJODRICH: OK.

CLERK: ...but once it has been replaced on Select File under
the Rules, I would assume that 1is all you would properly adopt.

PRESIDENT: The question 1s, what shall we do with LB 430?

SENATOR DWORAK: OK. Mr. President, I move that LB 430 be
aavanced to E & R for engrossment.

PRESIDENT: The question is, shall LB 430 be advanced. All
those in favor say aye. Contrary nay. The bill is advanced.
The Clerk advises me that there are a series of motions to
return fer specific amendment which we will take up while we
are still on Select File but we will move on down the line
and return for that purpose. Senator Dworak.

CLERK: LB 368A. There are no E & R amendments and the bill
falled to advance on February...correction, on April 23rd.

SENATOR DWORAK: Mr. President, I move that LB 368A be advanced
to Enrollment and Review for engrossment.

PRESIDENT: You have heard the motion. Mr. Clerk, it failed
to advance. This failed to advance once. The Chair will
attempt a voice vote first. Could I have your attention to
determine a voice vote? All those in favor of advancing
368A say aye. Contrary say nay. A machine vote. FRecord
your vote. To advance this bill. 368A, George. Have you
voted? Record. Senator Duis.

SENATOR DUIS: Mr. President, may I inquire as to the number
who are absent by excuse?

CLERK: U4 excused and one, Senator George, we are not sure
how long he was excused for.

SENATOR DUIS: I see. I thank you very much.
PRESIDENT: Report the vote.

CLERK: 20 ayes, 19 nays.
